If  an  ins'oection  office  is  not 
fully  equro-jed  to  ~;a.::e  all  of  these  determinations,   samples  of  the 
product  should  be  sent  to  the  nearest  ins^oection  laboratory  equipped

Methods  for  ma-'ing  man?/  of  these  determinations  are  incor-norated  in 
the  Labor,atory  'Manual  for  procossod  products  inspectors.     In  the  in- 
spection of '.c oramodi: ies  not  soccif ically  covered  in  the  manual  the 
method  Vnich  is  most  applicable  to  the  product  should  be  used.  If 
the  inspector  has  worked  out,   or  has  knowledge  of  methods  which  are 
improvements  ove'r  the  methods  incorporated  in  our  manual  or  instruc- 
tions,  this  information  should  be  sent  to  the  Standardization  Section
